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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1,2, 6-9 and 11-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Erickson et al. (US 6,426,394) for the reasons set forth in item 5 of the 
Office action mailed 3/24/2005. 

2. Claims 1 , 2 and 6-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Shamshoum et al. (US 6,239,058) for the reasons set forth in item 6 of the Office action 
mailed 3/24/2005. 

3. Applicants arguments filed 6/24/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Contrary to applicants' remarks, the vessel requirements of claim 3 
have not been incorporated into claim 1 . Further, the text which has been added to 
claim 1 does not distinguish the claims over either reference because all vessels will 
inherently have an opening by which to add and remove the contents (i.e., an "inlet" and 
an "outlet"). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 3-5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
